CONFLICTING JURISDICTION. 


Missouri's Governor Scores the Federal 
Judges. 

JEFFERSON City (Mo.,) March 7.—|[By. 
the Associated Press.] Since Friday 
last, when Judge Phillips, of the United 
States Court, announced his decision in 
the case of the St. Clair county judges, 
Gov. Stone has been giving the points 
of the opinion some close attention. He 
gave out today a lengthy statement on 
the subject. He denies he is trying to 
defy the Federal courts, and then says: 
‘“T’ presume the people of the State 
could abolish county courts altogether, 
if they saw proper to doso, without first 
asking leave of the bondholders or Fed- 
eral judges, though I may be guilty of 
inciting treason in saying it. The 
Federal Court is semi-foreign in 
the State. Circuit judges are 
rarely citizens of the State whose 
laws they set at defiance. States 
having absolutely no control over them. 
They have no special concern or inter- 
estin State governments. They hold 
life offices and draw salaries from the 
Federal Government. They are in a 
measure separated from the States. 
They belong in a peculiar sense to the 
United States. The general Govern- 
ment is magnified and the State govern- 
ment dwarfed in their thoughts. They 
are apt to force their measures and 
purposes without much regard to local 
interests or rights of State.”’ 

The Governor thinks that it is better 
to “yo back to the old rule which pre- 
vailed in the better days of the Repub- 
lic, when the spirit, as well as the letter 
of the Constitution, was observed, and 
when the State sovereignty—sovereign 
within its proper sphere—was some- 
thing more than shallow pretense or a 
mocking dream. Do that and these 
hateful and menacing conflicts in juris- 
diction will disappear.’’

THE TREASURY. 
Bonds, 

Wasnrnaton, March 7.—Ex-Secretary 
Charles Foster said this evening that 
the Treasury was down to bedrock when 
turned over to the mew Secretary to- 
day. Mr. Carlisle finds himself con- 
fronted with the great responsibility of 
maintaining a.gold basis, and a man of 
less ability might find the task very 
difficult. It is probable-that before he 
has been two days in office he will find 
it necessary to choose between issuing 
bonds and trenching upon the gold re- 


serve. The ex-Secretary said that 
the department was now prac- 
tically reduced to the gold re- 


serve, there being lessthan $2,000,000 
freegold. Hedid not regard the situa- 
tion as alarming, however, as all excite- 
ment about gold shipments appeared to 
have subsided. It was, hesaid, in better 
condition than he expected to find it at 
this time, and did not ‘look so alarming 
as itdida week or more ago. When 
asked if he did not think bonds would 
have to be issued, he replied: ‘Mr. 
Carlisle might, instead of that, use 
some of the reserve.’’ He said Carlisle 
undoubtedly had the right to use part 
of the gold reserve if he needed to do so. 
Beside, the gold .reserve, Foster said, 
he would turn over to the new Secre- 
tary about $29.000,000, consisting of 
national bank reserve, subsidiary coins 
and disbursing officers’ balances. 
Against this are all outstanding drafts, 
covering most of it, but not liable to be 
presented for payment atonce. ‘‘Con- 
gress,’’ he said, ‘should have increased 
the whisky tax 50 cents and given usa 
chance to replenish our stock of money. 
The fact is,’’ he added, ‘*‘the demand 
gold is perfectly regular. It 
is not speculative; it isa natural de- 
mand from foreign countries needing 
gold. The only thing artificial or specu- 
lative in the situation, -was the effort 
made to keep gold here. That, of 
course, was to keep the market steady,

A Brief Sketch of the Late Judge 
- Rowell of San Bernardino. 


Quite a Sensation Caused by a Man’s Ef- 
forts to Prevent Arrest—Improve- 
ments at Redlands—Riv- 

erside Notes, 


SAN BERNARDINO, _ 
Judge C. W. C. Rowell, of this city, who 
died at Sacramento on Monday night, was 


‘one of the most prominent members of the 


San Bernardino county bar, and had been 
connected with nearly all the most impor- 
tant litigations occurring within this 
county during the past eighteen years. 

Judge Rowell was born: in New England 
sixty-three vears ago. In 1860 he was in 
California, and, at the close of the war, he 
went to Arizona asthe United Stajes Dis- 
trict Attorney for that Territory. and con. 
tinued in that capacity and engaged in 
transportation enterprises until 1875, 
when he came tothiscity. May 14, 1889 
he took.his seat as Superior Judge, by ap- 
pointment of Gov. Waterman, sitting upon 
the bench fortwo years. 

At the time of his death he was in Sacra- 
mento asa lobbyist in the interest of a 
bill providing for the formation of districts. 
similar toirrigation districts, for the pur-. 
pose of caring for waste water. He caught 
a severe cold, from which pneumonia devel- 
oped. His wife was with him, and she, too, 
was taken with pneumonia in a similar 
manner and is very ill. The remains will ar- 
rive in this city about noon (Wednesday) to- 
day, by which time arrangements for the 
funeral will be completed.
